CAUGHT BY THE POLICE 
A RAID ON. THE oriun DENS IN CHINA 
TOWS, NRW YORK CITY. 


Oapt. MeCuliagh and a Sqaad of Officers 
Visit the Rookeries in D’Oyer and Pell 
Streets—Women Chased Frem Room te 
Roem and Over Roofs—The Mengoliaus 
Take tp Their Heels. 


Nuw York, Oct. 21.—All was calm as usual 
in the Chinese quarters early last night. A 
lot of Chinamen had come home from their 
Sunday trips into New Jersey and were taking 
things comfortably prior to resuming their 
laundry work, which is done principally on 
Saturdays and Wednesdays. Few were on the 
streets, but the smell of opium was there. 
About 8:30 o’olock a lot of stalwart men en- 
tered three streets which contain the greater 
part of the Chinamen of this town. 
They came from different direction® in 
mall bodies, but stopped as if by. sig- 
nal at the same moment some distances 
apart, Nine, who had marched down the 
Bowery in military style, stopped in D’Oyer 
street just west ot the Bowery. Nine more 
stopped in Peli street at about the same dis- 
tance fromthe Bowery. Six men struck Pell 
street a littie above its junction with D’Oyer. 
They had oe up by way of Bayard street. 
All these men stood gathered in closely on the 
sidewalk and looked up at the sky as though 
that was all they were there for. Suddenly 
Police Captain McCullagh, the younger, and 
Detective Chrystal, who had been walking 
down the Bowery, turned into D’Oyer street 
and walked rapidly to the dilapidated wooden 
building at No. 6. A lantern was burning in 
the hallway, and lights could be seen behind 
all the front windows from basement to gar- 
ret. Capt. MeCullagh consulted a note book 
in his pocket and said: That's the place. 
Try the basement first—O’ Brien, Thompson. 

Wo MEN RUSHED UP. 


Ons of you stop at the front deor. The 
other go up to the roof and let no one escape 
that way. Leave the men, hut see that every 
woman gets out into tue str@et.’’ 

From that mo t until 9:30 o’clock China- 
town wasina f ent. The white wemen 
who live with Chinamen and whose antics had 
caused complaints from the poor respectable 
tenants of the neighborhood, frightened by 
the appearance of a detective, ran out into 
the street like rats from a house affre. Once 
there they found theniselves in what the 
French story writers would call a cui-de- 
sac. Attempting top get away from the 
police in the house they ran into the police at 
the intersections of the streets and were 
arrested as disorderly persons. Chinatown 
bad seen many raids, but none like this, 
There was no one but an old Chinaman in the 
basement of No. 6, bat nine women were 
found on the upper floors. In the rear ef the 
firet floor the rooms had been cut up into 
little closets. Each of these had a wide bunk, 
and esch bunk was occupied when the de- 
tectives came in. There was no ventilation, 
and the smell of opium was siekening. The 
women were all young. Most of them were. 
only bait dressed and bad 
evidentiy retired for the night. 
The Chinamen scampered out of the 
rooms unheeded by the detectives, but the 
women were anxious to hide. They crawled 
under the bunks and slammed the closet 
doors in the policemen’s faces, but they were 
shoved out, and while some ran into the 
street others attempted to escape by way of 
the roof. It was u difficult task to keep track 
of the fleeing figures in the darkness, es- 
pecially as Chinamen were watching at every 
room on the upper floors to snake them and 
hide them. 3 
SOME OF THE GIRLS WEPT 
and some laugbed and seemed to thimk ita 
good joke. Most of them were half stupid 
witn opium and balf burned pipes and lamps 
were found inevery room. The giris who had 
run into the street at first did not stop te 
dress, but the Chinameéna brought wraps out to 
them, with which they covered their half 
naked bodies. One tall, slender, good-look- 
ing girl came boldly down the stairs with 
some keys in her hand. She did not live in 
the house, she said, but at 10 D’Oyer street 
and was on avisittoatfriend. She was cor- 
rallied, too, however,and was led off weeping. 
Several women were caught on the roof as 
they were trying to pass over the adjolping 
roofs. The attempts were iraught with dan- 
ger for the houses vary in height. Detective 
Chrystal had got half way intoone room when 
a big Ohnaman siammed the door shut on 
him and nearly knocked the breath out of 
him. The Chinaman was strong and held the 
door tightly jammed against Chrystal’s body. 
Chrystal called down to one of the policemen 
below and in a few moments the door was 
forced open and the Chinaman was hustied 
around in a lively manner. Chrystal's 
trousers were torn in the struggie. The 
next house west of No.6 was also full of 
girls. They had been warned, however, by 
the fate of the others and instead of running 
into the street they locked and barred their 
doers and pat out the lights. All attempts to 
force the doors were unavailing; the police 
had no warrants anyway, and the giris re- 
fused to open upon orders of the police. A 
watch was kept upon the front and rear en- 
trances to the houses and the police passed 
on to No. 10. Three girls were found here 
and driven out into the street 

TO JOIN THEIR SISTERS. 

The chase up theroof here was perilous, 
owing tothe sudden narrowing of the steps 
and the shakiness of the railing at the top 
flight. Several girls had been seen running 
up the roof, but were not seen afterward, 60 
it was conciuded that they had escaped over 
the roofs. Nos. 18, 17 and 18, all notorious 
houses, were ransacked and many evidences 
of feminine occupancy were found, but only 
a few girlie were caught. They all swore that 
they lived there alone, but Ohinamen's 
clothes, Chinese oruamests on the walis, 
Chinese opium pots, pipes, lamps all dis- 
proved it. At the east corner of 
D’Oyer and Pell street a dozen giris 
were found in a private room fu the saloon on 
the ground floor. They had locked the door, 
but opened it after repeated oeders from the 
police. Some of them, however, escaped 
through the rear entrahce and were found 
later in rooms inthe old houses. In a two- 
room apartment up stairs a girl was found all 
alone, crouching under the bed. She was only 
half dressed. he room was very prettily 
furnished, with lots of Chinese bric-a-brac, 
and some nicé china dishes vere on the table. 
The girl insisted that she lived alone, and she 
Was let gowitha warning that if her story 
proved untrue she would be arrested some 
other time for living witha Chinaman. On 
the opposite cornera lot more girls were 
found. The streets were now 

FILLED WITH EXCITED CHINAMEN, 

who gathered in groups and jabvered. Sev- 
eral White men appeslied to Capt. McCuliagh 
to release certain girls, but they were shown 
to have only an illicit interest in them and 
were quickly hustied out of sight. The two 
streete in which trading was being done were 
a queer right at this time. The gua 
ditterent points were formed about the pris- 
oners, Who were laughing, crying and shout- 
ing all at once. All through the streets could 
be heard the rappings atid kickings at doors. 
The sounds were kept up incessantly ars 
he police passed from room to room and 
demanded admission. The devious stairways 
andthe cfhoked alleys in the tear of the 
houses made it easy for some of the girls to 
escape from house to house, and compelled 
the police to retrace their steps frequently. 
No woman passed through the streets without 
being at onde gathered in by the police. To- 
day the prisoners will be arraigned in the 
Tombs Poli¢e Court on the charge of being 
disorderly persons and inmates of disor derly 
houses. 


IN COURT. 

Long before the arrival of the prisoners at 
the Tombs Police Court this morning the 
dingy old place was crowded, every seat was 
taken and the audience filled the aisies. Ine 
prisoners were finally packed, sardine fashion, 
fu the little pen at one end of the court-room 
where they sat on the „laughed, smoked 
cigarettes and chewed Ohinese gum, while 
Justice Murray dis of the ‘‘morning 
waten. They were then lined up be- 
fore the desk. Detective Chrystal ap- 
peared as complainaut, and cha 
each women bh being a disorderly 
chwuracter. ere was Cora and Blanche and 
Pansy aud Daisy, Sadie and Lillie, and even 
Plain Bridg@t and a Mary Ann.

BROKER Lewis’ CASE. 


In Court Charged With Swindling His Wife 
Out ef $47,000. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—Broker Samuel W. 
Lewis, arrested for swindling his wife out of 
$47,000, whotried to escape from Detective 
Sergt. Von Gerichten by jumping from a train 
coming from Haftford, Conn., to this city, 
was arraigned inthe Courtof General Ses- 
sions yesterday. He seems to have been Dad- 
ly injured by his jump for liberty, as he 


walked as if lame and score. The detective, on 
the contrary, seemed little the worse for 
bis leap after the fugitive. The 
prisoner was heli without bail to apoeas DF 
pieading to-day, The arrest ef Lewis fur- 
nishes another chapter in the sensational 
Career of Mrs. Joseph Swilt Riehards of 
Brooklyn, whose husband secured un abso- 
lute divorce from her. It was by shadowing 
her day and night that the detective finally 
succeeded in locating Lewis. When ber hus- 
band sued for diyorce he named five well- 
known residents of this city and Brooklyn as 
co-respondents. Among the number were 
Lawyer John R. Dunn, who is now serving a 
nine-year term ji prison for conspiring to 
robthe Manhattar bank. It was he who ad- 
vised Teller Scot to commit the theft. Dunit 
held the progeeds and refused to give up the 
money. It was claimed that he had spent 
all of it on Mrs. Richards and Broker 
Lewis seems to have got into trouble for the 
same reason. When Mrs, Alice Boswick se- 
cured a divorce from her husband and became 
the wife of Lewis she handed the latter $47,000 
of her money to invest for her. It Was not 
until long after that she discovered he was 
leading a ioubie life and that ali of her money 
had been iquandered. Lewis did not wait to 
be confroited with the facts, but disappeared 
instead. At the same time Mrs. Richards 
gave up her flat on Myrtle avenue, 
Brooklyn.

No Scarcity of 6-Per-Ceont Meney Whee 
Good Security Is Offered—Route for a 
New Electric Line to Tower Greve Park

While the sale of residence and suburban 
properties are much lighter than during the 
epring’. season the real estate agents claim 
that the deficiency is more than made up in 
the granting of loans.

tion with the police, the murder of a white 

saloon-keeper, who had been killed by the 

_ highbinders, and the discoveries made were 

of a startling character. The highbinders are 

by no means a simple band of assessins, but 

among the Chinese residents in this country 
hold a position similar to officers of the law. 

COURTS IN CHINATOWN. 

„As is well known in California the Ohinese 
never call upon American courts to settle 
business disputes, but appeal to their own 
tribunals, which meet as regularly as our own 
courts. Of course their decisions have no 
legal effect, and whep it was found that some 
Chinamen refused to submit to their decrees 
a band of men was found which was to see 
that they were cairied out. This could not be 
done directly but the same result was accom- 
plished by a system ot terrorism, the irregular 
courts prescribing the amount of injury to be 
inflicted. Many Celestials have been killed by 
* the highbinders in pureuance of the decrees 
of a tridunal composed of officers appointed 
by the Six Companies, aud the edicts of 
which were regarded as perfectly legal. At 
first the highbinders did not. consider them- 
Belves as assassins but as regular execution- 
ers. It was not until the feuds between the 
men from Canton and those from Hong Kong 
broke out thatthe highbinders took up the 


business of private assassination. They did 
not waitfor an edict of the court, but were 
ready to killorinjure anyone for wnose ro- 
moval a price was offered. 

—— A BLACKMAILING SYSTEM. 

The next step was to levy biuckmail on all 
merchants in Chinatown. If it was paid, they 
were safe, but if it was refused, an accident 
was sure to occur. From the evidence taken 
it appears that there is nota denizen of China- 
town who did notto a greater or less degree 
contribute to the support ofthis organlzation, 
which has grown far beyond the control of 
the court that created it. The practically in- 
superable difficulties met with in get- 
ting one Chinaman to testify against 
another arises principally from the 
fear of the highbinders, who know that they 
would be brought to justice at once if their 
countryman became accustomed to resorting 
to American courts or appealing ta the police. 
In 1886 a raid was made on a highbinders’ 
den and largé number of their weapons 
were captured. It was event from the dis- 
coveries made that they did not like to use 
frearms. Several old-fashioned Colt revoly- 
ers, withthe barreis sawed off, were found; 
but their great reliance seemed to be on hand- 
to-hand weapons. 

THE FAVORITE WEAPONS. 

There were a score or more very pecuilar 
knives, extremely sharp at the point, 
broadening rapidly toward the hilt, and 
curved almost ine half circie. These knives 
were pot more than five or six inches long in 
the blade, and could be carried in the hand 
concealed by the flowing sleeves of the 
Chinese tunic. The assassin would brush 
past his victim in a dark alley 
and bury this knife in his 
throat with a dewnward stroke just 
above the collar-bone. The broad blade tore 
the arteries in such a way that death was cer- 
tain to ensue in a few moments. Another 
weapon was aheayy sword, about two feet 
long. which was worn around the neck under 
the tunic. This was used to strike the back of 
the neck, severing the spine. The blade was 
of triangular shape, and very broad at the 
back, to give force to the blow, and the hilt, 
which was without a guard, was made large 
enough to admit the use of both hands, 
Sometimes, when resistance was expected, 
the keen sabers of Japan were used. 
With these a man could be cut 
to pieces in a few seconds, astheir temper is 
so perfect that an arm or a leg can be chopped 
off ata single strake. They are always cur- 
ried in leather sheaths to preserve their edge, 
but could only be used in dark alleys as they 
are too large to be carried under the tunic. A 
score or more of heavy iron gauntiets were 
capturea. These could be attached toa belt 
and the hand en ne in when they were to be 

The highbinders were evidently by no 
means careless of their persenal safety, for a 
number of tunics were found so thickly 
wadded with. wool as to stop 
a knifethrust or deaden the force of a blow, 
and in the collection were three or four mail. 
shirts. Caps in outward appearance like the 
ordinary black cap, but heavily paaded and 
_ strengthened withthin strips of steel, were 
also in the collection. These were all carried 
off by the polices, But no trace of the owners 
could be found, although half the Chinamen 
in the city could have pointed them out.

A vigorous and extremely spirited ediored 
protest agdinst the name selected for one of 


— 


the colored public schools of St. Louis is de- 
fig made to-day, and is stirring up & tempest 


in & te@pot, amidst the turmoil of whieh the 
Schoo! Board Committee appointed to select 
appropriate names for those schools are beset 
with difficulty and surrounded by tribuaia- 
tions. 

Strange to say, at first sight, the opposition 
of the colored element of the city is centered 
upon No. 6 School in Carondelet, which has 
been ebristened the Hancock School, in honor 
ot the late Gen. Winfield Scett Hancock. This 
opposition is led by Mr. F. Dorsey, a ptomin- 
ent colored 86. Loulsan, and has assumed 
such propertions and organization that it is 
most likely the name will have to be changed 
in deference to the wishes of the people 
patronizing the school and some other sub- 
stituted more congenialjto colored sentiment. 
The charge upon which the colored peopie 
demend that a schooi ef their race be not 
named after Gen. Hancock is an interesting 
one, as voiced by Dorsey to a Post- DISPATCH 
reporter, who saw him regarding the anti- 
Hancock movement this morning. 

THE CHARGE AGAINST HANCOCK. 

‘*Understand that lam strongly in favor of 
changing the system of numbering the colored 
public schools to that of naming them,’’ said 
the leader of the protest against Hanceck’s 
name. It is a change which I advocated ten 
or fifteen years ago, but which was then not 
regarded favorabiy. I think that it siso offers 
a good opportunity for honoring famous men 
who are identified with the history of tne 
negro race in America, and sheuld be im 
preved as such. 

„ have, howéver, made a formal protest to 
the School Board against the proposed nam- 
ing of Ne. 6 School after Gen. Hancock. The 
colored man has nothing to be thankful to 
Hancoek for, and has one great wrong to r& 
member which was inflicted by him. When 
Gen. Hancock wasin command of the Mili- 
tary Department of Louisiana he issued an 
order prohibiting negroes from riding on the 
street cars. It was a gratuitous insult offered 
to the entire race, and one that will never be 


forgotten. 

Why shoulda colored school be 24 
lor a man who did not believe the —— 
people should be allowed even such a bara 

rivilege as a seat in a street car? the naw- 

ng of the colored schools of 8t. Louis is to be 
utilized as a means of perpetuating the mem 
ories of great men who have helped the negro 
race, the selection of Gen. Hancock’s name is 
the Verlest farce and appears as such to the 
colored people.

GEN. HANCOCK’S FAMILY MIGHT OBJECT.

The Fire Breaks Out Just Before the Clos- 
ing and Loss of Lite Was Narrowly Pre- 
vented—The Origin of the Blazs Un- 
keown—The Loss, Which Was About 
$300,000, Fully Covered by Insurance, 


**) don’t think the fire could have been han- 
Gied any better,’’ said ex-Chief Sexton this 
morning. ashe stood gazing up at the ruins 
of the upper halt of Frank Bros.’ dry goods 
store on the southwest corner of Broadway 
and Washington avenue, and that was the 
opinion of aliwho saw the work of the fire- 
men. The fire started in the fifth floor and 
had reached the fourth when the firemen ar- 
rived, and it was not allowed to descend any 
lower, although the goods 
almost ruined by smoke and water. It 
was one of the most exciting fires 
Se. Louis has ever had and was witnessed 
by nearly a hunded thousand people, having 
broken out only a little after 6 o’clock when 
the streets were thronged with people re- 
turning home from work. The police haa a 
hard time keeping the crowd out of the fire 
lines, but they understood their business and 
no serious trouble of any kind occurred dur- 
fire. Not a single arrest was 
and nobody was hurt, ale 
though some of the firemen had 
marrow escapes. The pyrotechnic display 
made by the electric light wires was about 
the finest of the kind the crowd had ever 
seem, but the danger was too great for the 
firemen and its wires were cut by order of 
Mayor Noonan, who never misses a big fire. 
GENERAL ALARM GIVEN. 

On account of the start the fire had made 
when the department arrived, the rapidity 
with which the flames spread and the danger 
to surrounding property, Chief Lindsay 
turmed on a fourth or genera! alarm, 
after Assistant Finnerty had given 


the second and third together, and with one 
single exception this was the first time a 
eneral alarm has ever been sounded in St. 
uis. The exception was for the Richardson 
Drug Co.“ s fire New Year’s morning of last 
year. Ageneral alarm, however, does not 
call out the entire department,as is common! 
supposed, but only from three to six addi- 
tional companies to those already in service. 
At last night’s fire sixteen engines and four 
truck companies were atthe fire or on their 
way to it when a fourth alarm was 
turned in, and to the latter only 
four more engine and one more truck com- 
pany responded, making twenty-five engine 
and truck companies in all at the fire,together 
with two chemical extinguishers and three 
fuel companies, and leaving nine engine and 
one truck company in reserve at the engine- 
houses with Assistant Chief Fath in command 
of them. The five additional companies called 
out by the general alarm last night added 
over forty men to Chief Lindsay’s fighting 
force and that means a great dealat a fire like 
theone last night, where half a dozen large 
buildings are threatened. Nearly every pane 
of giass in the sixty large windows of the 
Broadway front ot Samuel C. Davis & Co.“ 
wholesale dry goods house opposite was 
broken out or cracked by the heat last night 
and the builaings adjoining Frank’s on Wash; 
ington avenue and on Broadway would have 
canght fire but for the deluge of water poured 
against the fire walls separating them from 
the burring building. The water ran in 
streams down the wali of the building on tte 
south and flooded the floor on every story. 
DAMAGE FROM SMOKE, 

Mr. Wm. F. Crow, whose retail dry goods 
store is on the first floor, estimates his dam 
age atabout $3,000, more from smoke than 
water, as the water ran off into the basement. 
The smoke, however, damaged the exposed 
edges of hundreds of bolts of cloth, mostly 
silks, velvets, laces and woolen goods. The 
color ofthe goodsis changed wherever the 
smoke struck the goods. 

The Joseph M. Hill Clothing Co. occupy the 
upper floors abeve Crow’s establishment, and 
their damage also is mainly from smoke. The 
auction house of, O. J. Lewis 4 Co., ad- 
joining the Frank building on Washington 
avenue,is damaged probably $3,000, mostly by 
water. 

TALK WITH AUGUST FRANK. 

Mr. August Frank, the head of the firm of 
Frank Bros., was on the grounds early this 
morning, but had not yet fully decided what 
heshould do. He was inclined to try to open 
up again ia the old placein a few days, but 
several of his friends were trying to dis- 
suade him from doing so. They thought 
he ought to get his goods out at once and open 
un in a new building. To a POST-DISPATCH 

reporter Mr. Frank said: I cannot say for 
certain what I wilido, but Ithink I shall open 
‘up again right here. The goods are covered 
with tarpaulins and the rubbish on the upper 
floors canbe cleaned away aud 1 don’t see 
why we can't open up again here as soon as 
the insurance is adjusted.“ 

As to losses, Mr. Frank could not speak 
definitely, but did net think they would be as 
heavy as he supposed last night. He has $250,000 
insurance on the goods and $65,000 on the 
buliding, which will amply cover the loss in 
each case. The goods on the fourth and fifth 
floors consisting ofa general stock of dry 
_ goods, millinery and clothing, is a total loss, 
but the goods on the lower “floors were all 
saved. though in a more or less damaged con- 
dition. The Salvage Corps covered nearly 
everything of value below the fifth floor, but 
their tarpaulins on the fourth were nearly all 
burned up. Capt. Evans says he lost fifteen 


tarpaulins. 
NARROW ESCAPE. 

The Captain had a narrow escape, as he was 
in the elevator with two or three of his men 
and the elevator boy, Ben Eicholtz, when it 
dropped from the fifth floor. When I got 
there, said he, I found the main passenger 
elevator at the bottom and kept it there until 
Iny men could get in it with a couple of 
chemical extinguishers. On the fourth floor 
we stopped to ict off some of the men, as 
we saw fire had broken out there 
in two or three places. Then we 

started up on to the “(fifth floor, 


Be and justas we were nearing it the elevater 


rope burned away above us, and down we 
went about three stories. The elevator 
caught at the second floor almost before we 
knew what had happened, and we crawled 
out at the top. not being able to get out at the 
door. If we had made the fifth floor with our 
extinguishers, I believe we could have 
stopped the fire, or at least checked it and 
prevented the spread of it until the Fire De- 
partment got its lines up into the building. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery, but is 
supposed to have started from an electric 
wire near the main elevator on the fifth floor.

an INTERESTING TRIAL IN THE CIRCUIT 
COURT TO-DAY. 


Charles Wasseman’s Housekeeper Wants 
$5,000 From Him for Betrayal Under 
Pramise of Marriage—One of the Jamie- 
fon Cases Ended—The Asgchenbroedel’s 
Corporate UExibtence Denfed — Court 
News. 


Mrs. Maggie Roth, formerly housekeeper 
for Charles Wassman, a barber, formerly of 
Belleyilie, Ni., now of St. Louis, brought an 
action against him in the St. Louls Circuit 
Court for $5,000 damages for breach of promise 
of marriage.

CHICKAMAUGA’S FIELD. 


HOW THE NATIONAL MILITARY PABK WILL 
BE LAID OUT. 


The Blue and the Gray to Unite in Mark- 
ing the Field of Battle—Very Few 
Changesin the Greund on Which the 
Battle Was Fought—Relics of the Fight. 


The commissioners having in charge the 
condemnation and plat- 
ting of the Chickamauga 
and Chattanooga Nation- 
al Military Park are now 
hard at work end have 
made considerable prog- 
ress. They are located 
near the field of Chicka- 
mauga, and will remain 
there during the rest of 

2 the autemn and the 
greater part of tho winter. Gen. Joseph 8. 
Fullerton, one of the commissioners, who 
paida fiying visit to the city, said: ‘‘We 
were astonished to find how few changes 
had been made in the 
since the fall of 1868, when the great battle of 
the west took place, and certainly the Gov- 
ernment has acted wisely in selecting that 
fieldof battle for a national park, as none 
other inthis country exists that has been so 
little altered, 

A WELL PRESERVED FIELD. 

„Ot course in the vicinity of Chattanooga 
there have been changes, but the ground 
where the battie of Chickamauga was fought 
je in nearly the same condition that it was at 
the time of the action, especiaily along the 
ridge where Thomas repelied the assaults of 
the entire Confederate army. Most of 
the trees are still standing. The 


reason for thig is that the attempts to tura 
them into lumber proved to cost more than 
they came to. The ground is heavily wooded 
and there was a tremendous musketry fire 
during the battle. When the trees were cut 
down and sent to the sawmill it was found 
that many were so fullof lead as to break the 
saws, and as it could not be teld by inspection 
whether or not a tree contained bulicts, to 
preserve the saws it was deemed best to cease 
all attempts to take lumber from the field. In 
this way the seene of combat has 
been preserved ina way that would be im- 
possibie in a more open country. 

MARKING POSITIONS. 

„The billie and ridges where the flercest 
fighting took place are recky and not at all 
adapted to agriculture, and therefore they 
have been, as a rule, left undisturbed. Many 
of the old lines of hasty fuertifications are 
plainly visible, and some of the decaying logs 
can still be seen where they were thrown to 
make breastworks. It will not be very dif- 
cult to ascertain the locations of the Union 
lines, but the Confederate positions will 
be ai different question, „ because the 
divisions were coustantly moving, 
the same force attacked in different places, 
and had no breastworks to mark their lines. 
The trouble on tbe Northern side will come 
when the ground eccupied by different regi- 
ments is tobe determined upon. When the 
right wing was broken a great many of the 
troops joined the command under Thomas in 
more or less disorganized masses; there was 
a remarkable intermixture of regiments, and 
thereiere an immense number of disputes 
huve arisen as to what regiments held cer- 
tain impertant positions. At the last 
meeting ot the Army of tLe Cum- 
berland great pains were taken 
te obtain all possible evidence in regard to 
these points. But one of the most difficult 
tasks thatthe Commission will have to per- 
forrn is to sift the muss of conflicting evidence 
and mark the pasitions by mouuments. 

EXT&NT OF THE PARK. 

„»The park will consist of two parts, one a 
series of highways from Chattanooga to Chick- 
ahominy, passing through the _ positions 
occupied by both armies at the battle of Chat- 
tanooga, und another, whieh will be the park 
proper, containing the ground on which the 
battle of Chickumauga,. was fought, the area 
inclesed by a line deginning on the Lafayette 
or State road, in Georgia, at u point where the 
bottom of the ravine next north of the house 
known on the field of Chickamauga as the 
Cloud House, und being about 600 yards north 
of said house, due east tu the Chickamauga 
River and due west to the intersection of the 
Dry Valley road at McFarland’s Gap; thence 
along the west side of the Dry Valley and 
Crawfish Springs roads tc the south side of 
the road from Crawfish Springs to Lee and 
Gerdon’s Mills; thence along the south side 
of the last named road to Lee and Gordon's 
Milis; thence along the channel of the Chicka- 
mauga River to the fine forming 
the northern undary of the 
park, The park proper will contain 
about 7,600 acres. Te Leulslatures of Georgia 
and Tennessee have passed acts enabling the 
commissioato condemn property, and State 
associations have been formed to ald the com- 
mission, The experience gained at Gettys- 
burg as to how such a park should be laid out 
will de of immense velue, and when the work 
is completed the result can not fall to be gat 
isfactory, and a most valuable historical 
monument. Northern and Southern States 
alike will erect monuments on the positions 
held by their troops, and when the park is 
opened it will be something of which the 
country may be proud.

MEETING OF MORMONS., 


The Latter Day Saints 
Fesslon in This City. 


A meeting of Mormons or ‘‘Latter Day’ 
Saints,’’ as they prefer to have themselves 
styled, is now being held at the chapel of the 
sect in this city on Elliott aventfe, near St. 
Louis avenue. 

‘The conference embraces deacons from the 
St. Louis District, which includes St. Ola ir 
County, III., in addition to the city 
of St. Louis and the county of St. Louis. 


It is being held prineipally to adopt measures 
to advance the growth, make amendments to 
the laws, ete. The local membership is 
principally made up of mechanics and labor- 
ers, but inclades a few prominent business 
men. A few of the members were originally 
associated with the church at Salt Lake City, 
but joined the reformed inovement. Deacon 
W. W. Blair of Lamon, Ie., who Is Associate 
President, or the second highest In the upper 
ranks of the church, has been visiting the 
city brethren and sisters for a few days past, 
and was seen to-day a POST-DISPATCH re- 
porter. He said: 

Our church progress here has been a 
tedious, up-bill struggle, because the people 
do not understand our cause as they should 
and because ofthe unsympathetic attitude of 
other churches to ours. We have in our re- 
lizion the original and simple doctrine of 
Jesus Christ unembellisned by any of the mod- 
ern church trappings and ideas. We believein 
simplicity pot only in our acts, in our dress, 
in vur talk, but as well in the churches that 
we buiid. Weare unalterably opposed to the 
moderna style of churches; we believe that the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars expended in 
that way should be devoted to advancing the 
cause of religion in acts and not in display 
and further for the cause of charity; 
we believe in an individual 
of religion; in other words, 
no one to our founts who is not old enough to 
understand orrealize the worth of baptism. 
Hence the earliest age at which one can be- 
come affiliated with us is at the age of 8 years. 
We have lately established a ehurch at Chel- 
tenham and will sooa have another at East St. 
Louis, and are making a start for one at 
Waterleo, in Monroe County. Outside of 
Louls there is a strong growth an 
we have 30,000 members, ecattered 
from the Atlantic to the | Pacitic 
ocean. Wwe are pushing into the 
Sait Lake order, and are ,making numerous 
converss from there.

THE CHURCH'S HISTORY,
